Nearly 100 new ships of vari- 
ous kinds are to be laid down 
this year. 

It is not the intention, appar- 
ently, to send old capital ships 

to the Far East. 

Boe plans provide for the 
provision of craft of spécial de- 
sign, two of ‘which will be laid 
down this year. 

They will be high gpeed ves- 
sels, very heavily _ urmoured, 
and in every way superior to any 
ship at present afloat in the 
Japanese Navy,

VERY woman has. her own 
fdeas about the arrange- 
ment of flowers. It is as im- 
portant and all-absorbing a 
subject as the choice of her new 
sensvn’s hat. 

But just as some 
select hats which do not

Congress expressed sentiments not the less welecme because 
they were in the himour for which we have looked so long 

in vain to the leaders of democracy in Europe. ‘ 


Coming at such a time and in such a plat 
carries especial significance. 


‘ President Roosevelt not: only 
made himself the spokesman of: those fundamental ideals 
which unite the two great English-speaking democracies in 
general faith und purpose. Astute as America’s Chief 
Executive is in guaging public opinion, the extent -to which 
popular sentiment in the United States has been affected by 
recent events in Europe and the Far East was also plainly 
interpreted, in the hint of modifications of the Neutrality 
Act which, as President Roosevelt said, has in several. ins- 
tances had the effect of “operating to the prejudice of the 

: victim of an aggressor.” * ayied . 

No such suggestion would have been possible in the American 
legislature three years ago, when Congress first adopted its 
new principles of neutrality. 

The Act of 1935, provoked by Italian policy in Abyssinia and the 
fear of a consequent European conflagration, expressed sim- 
ply. the desire of America to keep out of any war. ~ : 

That desire was more substantially affirmed by the second Neu- 
trality Act of 1937, pnssed when the Spanish civil. war had 
endangered world peace. In this. isolationist legislation, the 

. most important: feature was, of course, the automatic em- 
bargo laid upon experts of arms, munitions and implements 
“of war to belligerent nations. ee 

Japan’s violent assault upon China, however; made clearly evident 
that the new type of neutrality was not as impartial in its 
application as it was in conception. Even ‘applied to the 
Spanish civil war it operated to the detriment of the Re- 
publicans. The “cash and carry clause” had the- effect of 
confining American war trade to the nations pgssessing the 

| money, the ships and the command of the seas. 

Much greater strength would attach to the Act were it amended 

‘to impose the arms embargo not upon all declared belligerents 


but solely on a declared aggressor, and it is a change to this ; 


end that the President clearly has in mind. : 

To-day, there is a real chance, of securing such modification. 
Popular feeling in the United States has been progressively 
so'stirred by contemplation of aggression in Abyssinia, Spain

Film Heroes: 


Of History 


OWADAYS romance being 
N dead, We have to have it 
shown us at the cinema, where 
daring, gallantry, and other mas- 
enline virtues are portrayed for 
ua: meretriciously it may be, but 
half.n loaf is, no doubt, better 
than no bread. Yet there was a 
time when courage, daring, ruth- 
lessness, and the art of making 
love were almost commonplace; 
and so for the benefit: of those 
who have only*studied these vir- 
‘tues at the cinema, here are film 
heroes of history who in their 
day had more box-ofllee appeal, if 
one may so put it, than any lat- 
ter-day film star. 

Perhaps’ the most appealing 
and, it may be fantastic of them 
H was Robert Devereux, second 
Karl of Essex, the favourite of 
Queen Elizabeth, who crowded 
into his brief life of thirty-five 
years more romance and excite- 
ment than most men ‘achieve in 
three-score. years and ten. 


In terms of screen stars there 


is not the least doubt that Easex’s | 


modern counterpart is Leslie 
Howard. Howard, as all his ad- 
mirers know, {5 tall, slim, and 
typically English, with the defin- 
ite air of the aristocrat and per- 
fect manners, as those who saw 
him as the Scarlet Pimpernel will 
remember.’ Also the impression 
I always get of Howard is that 
he is fair-haired, and s0 was Es- 
scx. & 

essex first saw the light at 
Netherwood in Herefo 
November 19th, 1566 hey sent 
him when ten-years old to Trinity 
College, Cambridge.’ If ever a 
man was born to the purple it 
was Essex. 
puts it: 

“His father... was descend- 
ed from all the great houses of 
medineval England. The Karl of 
Iluntingdon, the Marques of Dor- 
set, the Lord .Ferrers—Bohins. 
Rourchiers, River, Plantagenets 
—they crowded into his 
gree.” 

In_ 1585 he accompanied — his 
step father, the Earl of Leices- 
ter, to Holland, and was present 
vat the Battle of Zutphen, where 
the dying Sir Philip Sidney re 
fused a drink of water saying 
hut the need of another wound- 
ed man, a common soldier, was 
renter than his, Essex, on hia 
return, made his appearance at. 
Court, and Queen Elizabeth, who 
always had an eye for a good- 
looking man, liked him very well 
—too well, perhaps, in spite of 
the fact that she was fifty-three 
and he had not attained his twen- 
tieth year. 

Rajeigh was a Devonshire man 
born at a place called Hayes, 
near Budleigh Salterton. Even in 
academic matters he opposed Es- 
adx, choosing the sister Univer- 
sity. Raleigh entered’ Oriel Col- 
lege, Oxford, in 1568. Later, in 
the haphazard manner of the 
‘times, he. served alternatoly as 
soldicr and sailor, commanding 
the “Falcon” in an oxpedition of 
his half-brother Sir - Humphrey 
Glilbort againat the Spanfards in 
1878, and functioning as an. in- 
fantry captain in Iroland in 1580, 

Like all Elizabeth's chosen 
courtiers he was tall and good- 
looking, with what are described 
as caressing manners and a quick’ 
wit. Among the Queen’s favours 
were Durham House in the 
Strand, and two leases from All 
Souls, Oxford, which having an 
, aye to business, he sold; a patent 
to grant licences ‘to tavoérn keep-

ers which he leased to someone 


‘else, and a licence for exporting 


woollen clotha, which he appears 
to have kept. ; 

Raleigh, the pocet-adventurer,’ 
began a scheme for the colonisa- 
tion of Virginia, in what are now 
the 
territary which Raleigh describes 
np Virginia. was.nowhere near 
the State of Virginia as we know 
it to-day. , 

He made an interesting bar- 
gain over this with the Queen; he 
and his heirs had the right to all 
the territory they occupied « in. 
return for which the Queen took 
a duty of twenty per cent. on 
the produce of any mines produc- 
ing precious metals. Unfortuna- 
ately Raleigh does not seem = to 
have heen very successful as a 
colonist, and so he sold his terri- 
torial rights to a company. 


After the year 1587 the rivalry 


_ with Essex arose, and apart from 


that Raleigh fell into sad trouble 
by having a love affair with one 
of the Queen's maids of honour, 
Elizabeth Throgmorton. 

Alas, in the end everything 
went wrong with the unfortunate 
Sir Walter. The Queen turned . 
agninst him. dismissed him from 
his post of Captain of the Guard, 
rescinded hia various monopolies, 
and took Durham Hlonse away 
from him. : : 

Raleigh survived the Queen, 
and it was left for Tames T, her 
auceersor, to complete his ruin. 
During the turbulent carly 
months of James’ reign condi- 
tions appear to have been very 
unsettled, and Raleigh once more 
found himself in) the Tower. 
Eventually he was-tried and sen- 
tenced to. death, but the sentence 
was not carried out,.s0 he remain- 
ed ‘in the Tower writing his 
“Historie of the World.” 

While Essex and. Ralelgh cor- 
respond more or !eaa to prominent 


" present-day sercon lovers, Both- 


well was undoubtedly the typo of 
gun-man or gangster, and no one 
on the modern scroen suggests 
him moro than Raymond Manacy. 

As we all know-him to be. a 
“tough-looking guy.” of rather 
more than average height and, In 
hin films, at any rate, dark and 
sinister, to me Raymond’s part in 
The Scarlet Pimpernel recalls 
Bothwell to the life. 

He was born about 1536 and 
succeeded to his father’s ostates 
and titles,. including that of Lord 
High Admiral of Scotland, in 


0, the Church and civil 


1656. The strange thing about © 
Bothwell is that, although he was 
n staunch Protestant, he was an 
equally staunch supporter of the 
Catholic Mary of Guise, better 


- known as Mary Queen of Scots. 


Me began his career of crime 
py raiding England; even in 
those days it proved a rather 
hopeless prospect, for later he 
met certain English commission- 
ers and signed a treaty of peace. 
After that he acems to have be- 
come linked with the family of 

y, for we find the Queen Do-* 
Ww y requesting him to take 
Stirling, and later on he proceed- 
ed to France and joined Mary in 


» Paris, 


He now began to live a life of 
intrigue. First Mary sent him to 
Edinburgh to summon the Par- 
liament, and he was made a Privy 
Councillor, In spite of that they 
do not seem to have trusted him 
because a promise was extracted 
from him to keep the peace. But 
he broke his promise and conse- 
quently was compelled to leave 
Kdinburgh, 


The adventures of Bothwell 
now became almost fantaatic; 
they included being shipwrecked 
on Holy Island and being put in 
the Tower by Queen Elizabeth. 
Mary Queen of Scots seems to 
have continued to draw him like 
n lode-stone, and in the year 1565 
she asked him to help her against 
Moray who was in open rebellion 
against her. ‘ 


During all this time Bothwell 
had many love entanglements. In 
apite of these and, possibly to an-. . 


+ noy Mary, he married, in 1566, 


Jane, the daughter of the fourth 
Earl of Huntly. This girl was, 
however, to live to rue the day. 
Moving as ho did.in high cir- 
cles Bothwell never had any dif- 
ficulty in getting out of a mar- 
riage ‘nga soon as he wished to do’

On that day 
of September when war was on the 
the point of breaking out, Franco 
realised the falsity of the position 
in which he had been placed by 
his protectors, War was avoided; 
this enabled him to maintain his 
equivocal situation and to continue 
to exploit it. But here we see ‘that 
belligerent State which had begun 
by vesting rights of belligerent in 
itself kneeling to those very Pow- 9 
ers against which it had proclaim- 
ed its hostility. Franco and-his 
friends, seeing that they cannot 
win by arms and fearing that the 
regime of conecgsions inaugurated 
at. Munich may be-extended to the 
Mediterranean, have modified 
their tactics and agreed to send 
back 1,000 Italinns to Italy, in 
exchange for rights of belligerent, 
in other words, the right to in- 
stitute a blockade and tho assent 
of the great democracies to a 
scheme to reduce the Republic by 
famine during the winter.
